1 .Water  Supply. 

The  sources  of  public  water  supply  are-  the  same  as 
indicated  in  previous  reports,  with  the  addition  that  in 
August  list  a temporary  bulk  supply  was  ‘obtained  from  the 
Ashby  Rural  District  Council  amounting  to  40,000  gallons 
per  day,  since  increased  to  60,000  gallons  per  day . 

Since  that  date  your  Council  have  entered  into  a 
contract  for  the  sinking  of  two  trial  boreholes  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  the  construction  of  further  source-works 
within  the  district.

At  the  Kclhom  Bridge  disposal  works  a scheme  which 'has 
bcc-n  approved  for  the  pumping  of  the  low  level  outfall  to  a 
higher  level  is  now.  practically  completed.  During  the  year 
the  middle  level  outfall  treatment  ; ant  ot  these  w.orks., 
consisting  of  tanks  and  filters  mainly  in  moss  concrete, 
ond  constructed  in  1932  over  the  coal  measures,  has  be..c-n  no/, 
severely  affected  by  mining  subsidence  as  to  be  rendered' 
completely  useless.  The  whole'  flow  has  therefore  been 
directed  temporarily  to  the  land,  -but  as  the  area  . is 
insufficient  for  satisfactory  treatment  o scheme1  ho sfbeen 
submitted  to  the  Minis  try  of  wealth  for  pumping  the  sewage 
to  o higher  level  on  the  works.

T.he  provision’  of 
town  water  supply,  redroinege. . ohd  conversion  of  conveniences 
was  in  progress  in  the  Thringatone  area  at .the  outbreak  of  war, 
and  was  proceeding  at  a satisfactory  rhto. 

Closet  conversion  in  these  parts'  of  the  district  is, 
however,  in  eost  cases  linked,  up. . w i tku  .r c c ondi t i on-ing'  of  the 
properties,  the  provision  of  town  w.a.ter  services,  and  the  re- 
draining  of  the  premises,  ond  this  work  ho-s  therefore , had  to 
be  abandoned  for  the  time  being.

There  ere  two  of  these,  both  situated  in  the  City  of  Do 
Ehi^nici,  both  accommodating  male  lodgers  only,.,  and  both  in 
the  o : r.e  ownership.  The"  hove  a total  capacity  of  34  beds. 
-The  majority  of  the  lodgers  are  regularly  employed  at  mines 
and  factories  in  the  area,  or  os’  form  labourers',  and  there 
ore  now  eery  few  ’casuals1. 

Both  arc  old  houses,  having  originally  been  private 
dwellings,  and  ore  badly  planned  for  their  present  use  and 
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lo eking  n any  amepities  which'  should  he-  ■ available  in  'homes 
of  this  type.  They  are  structurally . in  such . a ' condition,  as  to 
make  recond.it io'nihg  inadvisable  end  ore,  moreover,  situated  in 
an  drca  which  will  eventually  require  to  be  dealt  with  under 
Clearance-  ^rec  procedure.  The  re-housing  of  the*se  and  other 
indiv idual -mole  workers',  for  whom  the  provision-  of  the"  ordinary; 
typo  of  house  is ; uneconomic  is  a matter  which  will  require  the  i 
consideration  of i your  CbUncil  in  the  near  future, 

7514  "lodger-nights  " were  recorded  during  the  year,  on  j 
average  of  20,6  lodgers  per  night. 

There  were-  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  at  cither 

house . 

The  larger  of  the  two  .houses  was-  found  to  be  seriously 
bug-infested  during  the:  lottc-r  port  of  the  yoar , and  arrangements 
were  made, -on  behalf  of  the  owner,  for  its  disinfestation.  The! 
whole  building  and  its  contents  were  treated  with  hydrogen 
cyanide  by-'- a specialist  f irm  and  no  further  trace  of  vermin' has; 
been  found-os  ycjfc.

There  are  no  camping  sites,  in  the  wider  sense  of  the 
term,  in  the  area-. 


There  were,  during  the  year,  4 sheds  and  6 cor  a vans 
occupied.  4 of  the  six  caravans  ore.  of  the  motor  trailer  type 
and  ' r c occupied  by  temporarily  transferred  workers . The  four 
sheds  have  been  in  use  by  their  present ; occupants  (single  men) 
for  some  years  and  ore-  in  i satisfactory  sanitary  condition,

In  the.  other  qaso  legal 
proceedings  are  pending  for  non-compliance The  2 remaining 
cases  were  in  suspense  at  the  close  of  the 'year. 


7 cases  occurred  where  line washing,  cleansing  etc.  was 
required.  In  6 instances  the  necessary  , wo.r^pwqs  carried  out 
after  informal  notice,  and  in  the  remaining- C'^se  legal 
proceedings  arc  pending  for  contravention. 

50  inspections;  of  outworkers ’pro  lises,  with  2 revisits, 
were  made  .during  the-  year.  The  work,  c nsists  mainly  of  the 
making- up  andf carding  of  hair-slides,  Griswold  knitting,  and 
the  completion  -cndr me king- up  of  factory-mode  knitted  goods. 

One  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  at  the  home 
of  an  outworker,  during  the- year.  All  factory  material  in  the 
house  was  disinfected  and  returned  to  the,  factory  and,  further 
outwork  suspend  d for  some  weeks.

Conditions  respecting  availability  of  labour  and 
material  for  the  repair  of  house  prom  or  t:  - are  much  the  same  as 
noted  in  my  last  report,  and  it'  has  boon  almost  impossible  to 
obtain  labour  except  for  work  of  thn  u*.  most  urgency.  The  Ministry 
of  Health's  "Scheme  for  the  repair  of  houses",  announced  during 
'-the'  latter  port,  of  the  '.-ear  willg  it  is  hoped , .'greatly  ease  the 
position,  designed  es.it  is,  to  a 1! ow-  of  greater  fluidity  in 
available  building  labour,  and  the  r lease  ,pf  .0- largo-  amount  of 
certain  materials  which  hcT-e  ibeen'  al-  ostHHos-siblc  to  obtain. 

The  scheme  also  gives  protec  ion'  to  ien  employed  on  repo  ire 
certified  as  essential  by  the  Local  'Authority.,;-  Prior  to  the 
introduction  of  this  scheme  cose-s  have’  occurred  in  this  area 
where  men  have  declined  to  work  on  house  re pa ir  because  of  the 
possibility  of  their  being  transferred  to  Government  work  in 
other  areas . 

It  will,  of  "course  , still  be  impossible  . tq.  proceed  with 
major  works  of  reconditioning  and  reconstruction,  -and  requirements 
will  be  confined  to  bare  essentials  and  work  necessary  to 
maintain  properties  from  further  deterioration.

The.  unsatisfactory  sample  of  T.T.milk  was  reported  to  the 
Leicestershire  County  Council,,, the  licensing  authority.  The  County 
Council  is  also  responsible  for  the  sampling  of  schools  milk  supply , 
and  the  one  sample  mentioned  abm/c  was  obtained  as  a consequence 
of  complaints  from  hr  dmes tors  ill  this  area, . 

The  four  positiv'C'"results  in  sample*  obtained  for 
Tuberculosis  examinations  were  -of  milk  from  4 separate  forms,  2 
of  them  outside  the  Urban  area.  ; As  .-a  consequence  of  subsequent 
vc tor ins ry  examinations  5 animals  were  slaughtered  under  the

schools  milk  sample,  and  13  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  of 
non- designs  ted  milk  were-  obtained  from  one  wholesaler  supplying 
milk  to  a number  of  purveyors  in  this  nrea,  all  the  non- 
dr-  si  gnat  ed  samples  having  been  produced. by  cowkeepcrs  holding. 

-L-.c  credited  licences.  Complaints  from  consumers  and  retailers 
were  widespread,  and  were  continually  being  received  throughout 
the  investigations,  .which  lsqice^.=f«3sh.  some  weeks,  and  included 
visits  to  the  wholesaler’s  premises,  which  were  situated  in. on 
adjoining  area.  The  licensing  Authority  was  notified  of  fthe 
unsatisfactory  milk  being  received  from  the  Accredited  producers 
concerned  and  eventually,  supplies  from  these  sources  were 
discontinued,  and  other  supplies  substituted.  After  investigations 
at  the  wholesaler’s  premises  representations  were  mad.6  to  the 
Licensing  Authority  responsible  for  the  Pasteuriser’s  licence, 
and  a deputation  of  the  local  retailers  visited  the  Regional 
office  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board.  Supplies  began  to  improve 
in  quality  and  samples  obtained  at  a still  later  date  were 
satisfactory.

time Association  weta  invited  to  meet  your  Health  Committee 
before  formulating  their  scheme.  I also  attended  the  meetings"' 
held  by  the  Aartime  Association  at  which  the ijr  proposals  were  Ac 
discussed.  No  decision  has  yet  been  made,  bujt'  as  a very 
considerable-  proportion  of  the  milk  consumed  jin  this  area  is 
already  heat-treated  by  wholesalers  outside  the  area,  I cannot  - 
at  the  moment  see  that  it  would  be  an  economic  proposition- to 
provide  and  operate  a processing  ' plant  to  deoil  solely  with  the 
existing  supply  of  untreated  milk  in  this  area  , although  this 
is  , of  course,,  purely,  a matter  for  the  Aartime  Association 
to  decide.

There  has  ora  in  boon  an  increoso  in  the  total  weight  : 
of  meet  condemned  os  lng  unfit  for  humon  consumption  - 
34  tons  11  cv/ta  2 qrs.10  lbs  ogoinst  23  tons  9 cwts.16  lbs  in  1942. 
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The  most  noticeable  and  deplorable  feature  about  these 
examinations  is,  however,  the  gi-eat  increase  in.  the  number  of 
carcases portions  of  carcases,  or  organs  which  ho  ve  been  found': 
to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis.  Whilst  t he  ratio  for  diseases 
other  than  tuberculosis  has  remained  fairly  steady,  the  percentage 
of  animals  affected  with  tuberculosis . ha s increased  in  every  class 
with  the  exception  of  sheep,  Almost,  half  the  total  number  of 
cows  examined  was  found  to  be  affected  in  some  way,  and  46  carcases 
were  so  seriously'  affected  os  to  bo  totally  condemned.  Other 
bovines  (bullocks,  heifers  etc.). also  .show,  a sharp  increase  in' 
the  incidence  of  tuberculosis , the,  percentage .affected  having 
risen  from  5.6  to  14.8,  with  the  condemnation  of  23  whole  carcases, 
against  1 in  1042.' 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  by  householders  under 
Ministry  of Food  licences  has  again  shown  cn  increase,  819  animals 
having  been,  slaughtered.:  817  of  these  v/ore  examined,  and  of  these, 
69  carcases,  ports,  or  orgdnswere  found"  1 6 be  effect  ed , i,n  some 
degree.,  with  tuberculosis.  In  two  of  these  coses  generalised 
tuberculosis  caused  the  total  condemnation  of  carcases  and  offals. 

A total  weight  of  2143  lbs  was  f^und  to  be. unfit,  and  surrendered 
by  the  householders  concerned.  There  is  usually  no  difficulty ; in 
persuading  owners  to  surrender  meat  which  is. found  to  be  diseased, 
but  in  some  instances  it -has' been  impossible  to  convince-  the  owners 
of  the  dangers  of  consuming . such  food,  and  they  hove  declined  to 
surrender  it,' .Existing  legislation  does  not  assist  in  these  coses, 
as  this  is  confined  to  the  control  of  moot  which  is,  eventually, 
to  be  sold  - in  other  wards,,  to  butchers'  eioat#  it  is  mo 
consolation,  however,  to  know  that,,  oven  if  diseased  neat  is 
not  for  sale,  it  Is  being  consumed  by  the  owner. and  his  family, 
whose  health  is. iust  as  important  whether  the- meat  be  purchased 
in  a shop  .or  produced  at  home,  ' If  a householder  is  so  la  eking,  in 
perception  and- understanding  that' 'he  is  ' incapable  of  protecting 
his  family  from  the  risk  involved  In  consuming1  such  material', 
then  in  my  opinion  he  ought  to  be'  protected  compulsorily . 

In  fact,  the  whole  procedure  laid  down  in  existing  legislation 
hes^its  end. the  safeguarding  of  the  health  of  the  public,  bub 
in  py  view,  legislation,  stops ..  short  of  what  is  , under  present 
conditions,  necessary.  In  1943  only  '545'  pigs  were  slaughtered 
in  the  Regional  slaughterhouse,  which  cover s„. a 11  Ministry  of  Food 
slaughtering  for  six  local  authorities.  SlCmpoigs , over  which 
there  was  no  effective  legalised  control,  were  slaughtered  by 
cottagers  under  Ministry  of  Food  licences  in  this  Urban- area  alone, 
and  71  of  these  were  found  to  be  diseased.  If  this  is  an  average 
indication  of  conditions  in  the  rest  of  the  country , one  may 
easily  be  appalled  at  the  amount  of  unfit  meat  being  produced 
over  which  there  is  no  . legal  control.  It  should  moke  no 
difference  whether  meat  is  for  sole  or  not,  whether  it  ho  as  been 
slaughtered"  as  butchers  ' -‘neat  or  slaughtered,  by  a householder 
f^r  his  own  use  - if  it  is  • diseased  it  is  equally,,  and  in  all  . 
cases,  unfit  for  consumption,  and  T suggest  that  legislation 
as  regards  the. giving  of  notice  of  intention  to  slaughter,  and 
of  inspection,  seizure,  and  condemnation,  should,  be  amended  to 
cover  all  meat  which'  is  intended  for  human,  consumption,  "meat 11 
of  course,  having.' the  same  definition’  as  is  given  Th  existing 
Regulations.

One  very  objectionable  practise  has  been  noted  during 
the  year,  particularly  in  connection  with  butchers’  shops.  This 
is  the  wrapping  up  of  meat  and  meat  products  directly  in  news- 
paper. This  would  not  be  a very  hygienic  procedure  were  the  now  a 
sheet  received  direct  from  the  printer,  but’  when  one  visualises 
the  variety  types  of  house  from  which  this  sec  ond-or-third- 
hond  paper  may  hobo  come,  anch  its  previous  users.,  one  may  easily 
be  excused  when  remarking  that,,  although  it  is  a direct  result 
of  war  conditions  and  due  to  the  paper  shortage,  it  is  important 
enough  to  warrant  immediate  action  and  a larger  release  of 
wrapping  paper  by  the  Authorities  concerned.

A few  children  were  immunised  privotoly,  hut  all 
the  immunisations  performed  under  the  aegis  of  this  Authority 
were  carried  out  by  your  Medical  Officer,  portly  in  sessions 
at  schools,  portly  at  the  Whitwick  Leicester  Road  Methodist 
Schoolroom,  and  portly  ot  his  own  surgery (in  sessions),  I 
on  indebted  to  all  the  heads  of  the  schbols  in  the  district 
for  their  very  willing  and  able  co-operation,  and  particularly 
to  the  headmasters  ot  Sllistown  Council  School  and  Hugglescote 
Modern  School  respectively,  who  have  always  placed,  accommodation 
at  my  disposal,  when  sessions  were  held  at  which  "under  fives" 
mainly  were  being  treated.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  different- part s of  the 
Area  arc  entered  for,  more  or  less  separately,  on  attempt 
being  mod-  in  every  cose  to  arrange  for  the  ohild  to  attend 
at  the  Centre  nearest  its  home.,  The  whole  district  is  covered 
ot  least  once  a mailt  h,  the  day  and  time  chosen  ore  those  likely 
to  eausc  least  dislocation  in  the  home,  Cnd  a point  is  mode  by 
"our  Medical  Officer  to  be  prompt  in  arriving  for  the  sessions. 
The  whole  arrangement  seems  to  work  extremely  vyell , with  the 
minimum  of  fuss,  and  it  is  found  that  only  a very  small 
proportion  foil  to  complete  the  prescribed  course.
